(faith Daxid: ) but to ſee thoſe 
clements , which compounded 
made the body , to ſee theſe di- 
uided , and the man to be ditlol- 
ued,is ruefull.So dependant is the 
life of man , thatit cannot want 
oneelement, Fire and Ayre; theſe 
flie vpward, Water and Earth, 
they ſinkedowneward, So liuing 
man becomes a dead carkaſe.
